POCATELLO — Confessed killer 
James Edward Wood was sentenced 
to death Friday for abducting, mur- 
dering and dismembering 1 1 -year-old 
newspaper carrier Jeralce Underwood 
lost summer. • . 

“The wages of sin are death,” 
Wood told reporters as he was led. 
away after a 40-minute court appear- 
ance before 6th District Judge Lynn 
Winmill. 

Jeralee’s parents, Jeff and Joyce 
Underwood of Pocatello, said after- 
ward that the sentence served justice. 

“But there w»U always a-lwls:in • 
our lives," said Mrs. Undewbod, 
who has five other children. “Nothing 
can bring Jeralce back." 

Wood, 46, also could have ipeeived 
life in prison for kidnapping Jeralee 
as she collected from her newspaper 
customers last June 29, shooting her 
twice in the head (he next day in Ida-

and that he posed a continuing threat 
to society, including inmates and 
prison guar^. 

The judge said the state did- not 
prove that Jeralee’s murder was 


heinous, cruel and exhibiting “excep- 
tional depravity” os defined by law. 

But Winmill said Wood’s 30-ycar 
criminal history — including confes- 
sions to one murder, another attempt- 
ed murder and several rapes — indi- 
coied he probably would kill again if 
he ever escaped from prison. 

“In any sentence, the primary goal 
is to protect society.” Winmill said. 

“That concern substantially out- 
weighs all mitigating circumstances.” 

He said Wood's “use of her body 
for bis own sexual gratification,' fol- 
lowed by his callous termination of 
her life, and his sexual abuse and mu- 
tilation of ber body, exhibit the high- . 
est, the utmbst'disregard for human 
life.” 

Wood becomes the 22nd person on 
Idaho's Death Row.

Boston’s molasses flood a vivid 
memory in survivors ’ minds 


BOSTON (AP) — First ;i rumble 
like an earthquake shook the water- 
front. 

Then came what sounilcd like gun- 
shots.. followed by an explosion that 
threw steel plates in every direction. 

Seventy-five years ago today. 
Albert Mostone scrambled to the lop 
of Hull Street and watched as 2.3 
million gaillons of crude molasses 
erupted Irom a storage lank in a 30- 
■fool-high brown wave. 

Tlie molasses tipped the firehouse, 
ripped homes from foundations and 
smothered buildings, pcde.slrians and 
teamsters' w s. 

"A piece of steel from the 
' molasses tank hit. the support for the 
elevated train and cut it almost in 
two.” said Mostone. now 90. “It 
looked like butler. Tlte people in the 
houses next door were eating their 
dinner, because it was a little after 12 
— o^*kH.'krund-they-were-<lrowncd.^^ 

.Few are still alive who remember 
“nK*'‘gTearmbIaVsernoodof '1919. 
which killed 21 people and injured 
150. But for those who witnessed the 
tank’s explosion, the memories are 
still vivid. 

Jan.. 15. 1919, was an unseason- 


ably warm day. As the temperature 
rose to 43 degrees, the pressure of 27 
million pounds of molasses we.ik- 
ened the poorly constructed Purity 
Distilling Co. tank, popping the bolts 
that held its steel panels together. 
Then the panels flew and the 
molasses surged out. 

A three-story house across the 
street was thrown against the elevat- 
ed train platform, Tlte house’s owner. 
Bridget Clougheny. died. Two of her 
children were injured. 

Moments after the elevated tracks 
•collapsed, a .horlhbound train 
squealed around the bend. A brake- 
man saw ihe gap and threw the train 
into reverse just in time to avoid a 
derailment.

“The difierence is that we wear ours 
under our clothing instead of outside,
